How heavy i* a heavy rain ? 
Though m ore than half the rain ­ 
falls do not exceed five hundredths 
of an inch, and a helf an inch of 
rain is considered heavy, falls of 
one inch in a day are common. 
A 
46-inch rain falling during 24 hours 
ut Hacquio in the Philippines, July 
14-15, 1911, holds the record for 
heavy rainfall. 
It is common to describe hard 
rains as “ heavy” hut few people 
are referrin g to the actuul weight 
of the w ater. 
Y et an inch of rain 
pours down 113 tons on an acre of 
ground. 
If one considers the 
immense 
force of the w aters down suddenly 
in cloudbursts and stalled th u n ­ 
derstorm s, the destruction som e­ 
tim es caused by floods from heavy 
rains, 
sw eeping 
through 
city 
streets or dowrn steep w atersheds, 
is easily understood. 
Rain Form ed 
The pow er of the sun’s heat or­ 
dinarily holds this v ast w eight of 
w ater in suspension, until rising 
warm air is cooled by expansion or 
cool winds, causing the vapor to 
condense. 
Rain is m ade by this cooling proc­ 
ess, overhead of w here it fall. 
It 
does not travel ready-m ade 
from 
the ocean, as is commonly sup­ 
posed. 
In fact, m illions of the tiny 
particles of m oisture 
which 
are 
hom e by the a ir in a rain cloud 
may be contained in a single drop 
of rain. 
Large drops are caused by the 
fast raisin g of warm air from the 
earth in convection currents, which 
do not allow the tiny droplets to 
fall hut toss them aloft until they 
collect m ore m oisture and sufficient 
w eight to bear them earthw ard. 
C loudburst 
The extrem e of this process is 
the w estern cloudburst, which 
is 
caused by the m axim um of convec­ 
tion. 
U prising air cu rrents hold 
the rapidly form ing raindrops, un­ 
til a g re a t deal of w ater accum u­ 
lates. 
W hen it finally falls, the 
sudden rush of the w ater is often 
destructive in its force.

On the other hand this effective 
force was diminished, first, by the 
absence of Arn's brigade of Pick­ 
ett’s division, and one regiment of 
Pettigrew’s brigade left at Hanover 
Junction, and three regiments of 
Early’s division left at Winchester— 
say about 3,500 men; then by the 
loss sustained 
in the battles of 
Fleetwood. Winchester and Aldie, 
amounting to 1.400 men; finally, by 
the admission to the hospitals of 
men unable to bear the fatigue of 
the long marches which the army 
had to make, and the absence of 
those who, voluntarily or otherwise, 
remained 
behind 
during 
these 
marches. 
“It is difficult to reckon precisely 
number of the disabled, of stragglers 
and of deserters th at the army had 
lost during the mtuith of June. 
Private information and the com­ 
parison of some figures lead us to 
believe that it was not very large, 
and did not exceed 5 per cent of tile 
effective force of the army—say 3,750 
men in all. We can therefore, esti­ 
mate the diminution of the army at 
about 3.700 men on the one hand, 
and its increase, on the other hand. 
by the addition of three brigades 
and some artillery, at 7.000, 
We 
believe that the difference of 1.700 
between these two figures must be 
lessened at least from 1.000 to 1.200 
by the return of the sick and 
wounded and the arrival of a num­ 
ber of conscripts; that, consequently, 
the Army of northern Virginia ar­ 
rived on the battlefield of Gettys- j 
burg with about 5.000 combatants 
more than It had em the 31st of 
May, 1863—th at is to say, in the 
neighborhood of 80.000 men. As we 
have done in regard to the federal 
army, tn order to find out the 
amount of the force really assem­ 
bled on the battlefield, we will de­ 
duct the number of mounted men, 
which was increased by Jenkins’ 
and Imboden's forces, and reduced 
in the same 
proportion, making 


reports are precise. 
The federals 
lost 2,834 killed, 13,709 wounded, 
and 6,646 prisoners—23,186 men in 
all: the confederates lost 2.625 killed. 
12,599 wounded, and 7,464 missing— 
22.728 in all; which, with the 300 
men killed or wounded in the cav­ 
alry on the 2d or 3d. foot up their 
total losses at a little more than 
23.000 men; that is to say, precisely 
the same number as those of their 
adversaries. These figures, however, 
do not yet convey a .correct idea of 
the injury the two armies had in­ 
flicted upon each other in these 
bloody battles. 
Thus, 
while the 
federal reports acknowledge only 
2,834 killed, the reports made by the 
hospitals bear evidence to the bur­ 
ial of 3..175 union corpses; the num ­ 
ber of dead in the Army of the Po­ 
tomac may be estimated at about 
4.000, 1,000 or 1,100 having died of 
their wounds. 
On the other hand, 
Meade has 13,621 confederate pris­ 
oners; but, as there are 7,262 wound­ 
ed among them, there only remain 
6.359 able-bodied men. 
The num­ 
ber of 7,646, reckoned by Lee as the 
number of men missing, must there­ 
fore represent, besides these able- 
bodied prisoners, most of the men 
seriously wounded during the attack 
made by Pickett and Heth, and 
abandoned on the battlefield. 
We 
must, therefore, estimate the num ­ 
ber of confederate wounded at more 
than 13,600. 
It is reasonable to 
suppose that, after the combat, the 
number of their dead Increased more 
rapidly for a few days than in the 
union army.”

Nazi Leader Also Prohibited From 
Telephoning Speech To London 
For Relay To IT. S. 
Berlin. Dec. 12 (AP)—Adolf Hitler, 
chief of the Nazis, tried to reach 
the ear of America Friday night 
with a broadside against Chancellor 
Bruning—but the dictatorial arm of 
the government thrust him aside. 
Both Reich and Prussian authori­ 
ties forbade him to broadcast in 
Germany and re-broadcast to the 
United States an 8,000-word address 
he had drafted in reply to the 
chancellor's radjo speech of sev­ 
eral nights ago. 
After attempting in vain to tele­ 
phone the document to London for 
relay across the Atlantic, Hitler 
grudgingly submitted it to the of­ 
ficial radio censor. 
It was barred 
on the grounds that it would violate 
the "Christmas truce’’ on political 
agitation set up by the latest em er­ 
gency decree.

Leavenworth, Dec. 12 (AP)—After 
"durn near smothering” in his a t­ 
tic from tear gas, Emerson 
Ban­ 
bury jumped from a window of his 
farm house into a withering rifle 
fire, and

posse which 
killed three escaped convicts who 
had taken refuge there after ab­ 
ducting and later wounding Warden 
T. B. White. 
"I wasn’t a bit worried about it." 
calmly remarked the slightly built 
farmer who had just witnessed the 
riddling by gunshot fire of the hou.se 
where he was born 73 years ago. 
"These men came up to the door 
with tlY?ir guns and I asked them 
if th ”/ were 
hunters,” 
Salsbury 
said. 
" ’No, we're being hunted,' they 
told me. They told be to be quiet 
and they wouldn’t hurt me.” 
After the firing began, Salsbury 
said he 
edged to a 
window, and 
waved his handkerchief. This a t­ 
tracted so much fire, he fell back 
in a corner. 
Farmer** Son Join* Posse 
When the fire became extremely 
heavy, the farmer said he edged to 
the window’ again, dropped to the 
yard and rushed to an outbuilding 
where the posse had taken cover. 
While Salsbury was under fire in 
his own home, a son. Frank, a mail 
carrier, joined the group attem pt­ 
ing to capture the convicts. 
"They treated me pretty fine. I 
knew if I didn t cross them I’d be 
all right. 
The farm er said the men evaded 
his questions as to "what it was a1) 


about.” 
“I 
wasn’t 
worried 
about 
it. 
They told me not to worry and they 
wouldn’t hurt me." 
The fanner said he did not know 
whether the convicts were killed by 
the fire of the posse or took their 
own lives when tear gas threat­ 
ened to force them from the build­ 
ing into the fire of their pursuers.
